Allowance 

1 . Claims 26-27, 29, 33 and 36-39 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, singularly or in combination at least the limitation 
"cutting off a portion of the residual substrate portion to form a cut-off portion that 
exposes a portion of the second main surface of the compound semiconductor layer 
that serves as a light extraction surface with respect to an emission beam from the light 
emitting layer" as recited in claim 26 is the first major difference between the prior art 
and the claimed invention and the second major difference is "cutting off a portion of the 
residual substrate portion to form a cut-off portion that exposes a portion of the second 
main surface of the compound semiconductor layer; and forming a metal reflective 
component on the exposed portion of the second main surface of the compound 
semiconductor layer so that the portion of the second main surface of the compound 
semiconductor layer exposed by the cut-off portion serves as a reflective surface with 
respect to an emission beam from the light emitting layer" as recited in claim 36.
